SLAVES TO QUEER WHIMS. 


I t happened the other day th at a re­ 
porter of the New Y ork Sun found himself 
in a company where the superstition of 
gamblers was the topic of conversation. 
“ Tell me there is no such thing as luck ! 
Y’on m ight as well try to convince me there 
are no poor people in the w orld,” said a 
veteran of the turf, continuing. 
“ I used 
to have an old penny th at I found on the 
track. 
I would put my mind on any horse 
th at I thought p retty well of, and then 
throw my penny in the air. 
If the head 
tnrned up I backed th a t horse for a winner, 
and I always won. I made a pile of money. 
One day I lost the copper, and after th at I 
lost nine bets in succession.” 
“ W hat is your opinion ?" was asked of 
a long-time faro dealer. 
“ Oh, of course, I believe in luck,” was 
the answer, “ and I could tell you some 
curious storieB. 
Some years ago, when I 
was dealing back on 1 i road way, a black cat 
found its way into the place, and from 
th a t tim e we had luck w ithout end. 
We 
believed it was the cat th a t did it, and we 
took the best of care of her. 
The cat was 
w ith us six m onths, and night after night 
the bank was ahead, and made big win­ 
nings. 
There were three of us and we 
made §50,000 apiece in th at tim e. 
One 
day the cat was missing. 
W e always be­ 
lieved some of the boys put it out of the 
way, because they had gotten into our 
notions 
about 
the 
animal, and 
three 
m onths afterw ard wo were completely 
cleaned o u t.” 
Gamblers have acquired something of a 
reputation as free givers to charitable ob­ 
jects. 
In part the performance on which 
this reputation is based is no doubt due 
to the well-established law th at w hat is 
easily won ¡3 freely spent. 
B ut there is 
another cause for the phenomenon. 
Char­ 
ity w ith a gam bler is in th e nature of a 
propitiatory sacrifice to the goddess of 
luck. 
H e is especially generous to the 
blind, because lack is said to be blind. 
“ I know a gam bler,” rem arked a mem­ 
ber of the party, “ who used to give a 
quarter every m orning to a blind woman 
who ground a hand organ on the corner of 
Sixth avenue and F ourteenth street. Once 
or twice he forgot himself, and I have 
known him to go back a mile or more to 
make his offering. 
If it rained, and the 
old woman was not there he would not 
gamble. 
He kept th at np ever so long and 
he was one of the luckiest players I ever 
knew .” 
“ I am not a professional gam bler,” re­ 
m arked still another of the party ; “ but I 
do love a quiet game cf poker now and 
then. 
I am not superstitious, and have 
often had my joke at the expense of eome 
of the boys for tneir fancies, but when a 
man tells me there is no such thing as luck 
I put him down as wrong. 
Luck runs in 
streaks, and when a fellow has it he can 
make the most foolish bets and win. 
I 
have had ju st such streaks, made the most 
ridiculous bits, and yet «on right along. 
Again, I have Been very cartful and calcu­ 
lating, 
and lost 
w ithout 
intermission. 
W hen you are in luck the thing to do is to 
force it. 
T h at’s iny advice.” 
Some gam blers will not play unless they 
can do so in a particular seat at the tabic. 
They m ust face east or west, north or 
south. 
Others v. iil not play while a cer­ 
tain person is present, having determined 
in his mind th a t the individual has an evil 
eye—or, in the language of the profe-siou, 
is a hoodoo. Gamblers employ only colored 
men as attendants in their gamiDg houses, 
because, as they say, “ there’s luck in a 
change of color.” 
They are careful to not- 
the first num ber they see ou a car or othi r 
object in the street each morning, and 
w hether it be odd or even makes a great 
difference in their feelings duriDg the day. 
There is no schoolgirl’s superstition th at 
does not find a resting place in the mind of 
the average gambler. 
Is is w ith him, rs 
w ith them , unlucky to spill the salt, om in­ 
ous to be in a house when a m irror 
is 
broken, 
unfortunate 
to 
see 
a 
pin 
pointing 
toward 
you 
in 
your 
path, 
fruitiul 
of 
evil 
to 
see 
a 
new moon over your left shoulder, bad to 
m eet a cripple first after quitting the house, 
far worse to see a cross-eyed person first, 
dangerous to pass between the carriages in 
a funeral procession and an act of reckless- 
nesB to count the same carriages. 
Newly- 
gained possessions are closely watched by 
gamblers. 
If a gambler wins his first risk 
after purchasing a ring nothiug can induce 
him to part w ith it. 
If he loses he will 
give the ring a«-ay sooner than keep it. 
Each suit of clothes he puts on are sub­ 
jected to the same teat. 
Even the days of 
the w-eek and the houses where he plays are 
considered lucky or unlucky, according as 
he observes an apparent tendency to win 
or lose on certain days or in certain places. 
Every act of a veteran gam bler’s life is thus 
regulated to meet the exactions of a self­ 
imposed fatalism. 
W hen he walks he m ust be on a certain 
side of the street, and, with some, when 
the sidewalk is (lagged, they m ust never 
take more than one step to each flag. 
This produces 
an 
exceedingly uneven 
gait, w ith now and then a trem endous 
jum p, by way of variety. 
M any are sub­ 
jected to the plague th a t beset Samuel 
Johnson, of touching w ith a cane each 
successive paling as they pass along a 
fence, and under no circum stances perm it­ 
ting themselves to miss one. 
Of coarse 
none conld be gotten to make one of a 
party- of thirteen at a table. 
A t most 
gambling houses free dinners are served, 
and the plates laid are always either 
over or under this tabooed number. 
If it 
happens th a t only twelve are seated and 
the thirteenth comes along, he will wait 
for the fourteenth. 
Should it happen th a t 
the thirteenth man is an outsider profes­ 
sionally speaking, and not lining tinder the 
spell of the snperstitioD, fs disposed to 
take a seat ; he w ill either be reminded of 
the terrible calam ity to which fce exposes 
the whole party, or some member already 
seated will w ithout ado absent himself un­ 
til some supposed lucky num ber is again 
made possible by the addition of his pres­ 
ence. 
; 
Of course every gam bler has his favorite 
card on which he takes extra risks. 
Some 
make ventures w ith particular sums of 
money, sometimes represented by carious 
fractions. 
O thers make only a prearranged 
num ber of ventures. 
B ut let the gambler 
be outw ardly ever so cool and indifferent, 
inw ardly he is the Blave, and not only of a 
general dom inant passion, but of an endless 
variety of childiah and inconsequent super­ 
stitions. 


D idn’t W ant to G o to H eavkn.—N ot 
far from H artw ell, on the Carolina tide of 
the river, a revival meeting was going on 
at a country church. 
A party of young 
men were engaged in a railroad survey, 
and could not a t‘end tho m eeting in day­ 
time, but w ent at night. 
A fter a storm y 
sermon from the preacher, who gave a 
vivid description of hc-U, its clim ate and 
inhabitants, followed by a red-hot exhorta­ 
tion from one of the brethren, they literally 
storm ed the fort. 
One of th e railroad 
fellows was sitting in the back end of the 
church, and the preacher w ent up to him 
and said : 
11 Don’t you w ant to go to heaven ?” 
“ N o,” he replied. 
This horrified the preacher, and he said 
to the congregation : 
“ Here is a young man who says he 
doesn’t w ant to go to heaven.

AN OPEN LETTER. 


Encores are a nuisance. 
In opera they 
interrupt the dram atic movement, and im­ 
peril the success of the ensuing parts of the 
work by unduly spinning out the earlier 
parts and thereby fatiguing the audience. 
Operatic encores are generaly the work of 
a few vigorous claquers judiciously placed. 
Of course there is genuine applaose at a 
well played epera, and it sometimes reaches 
the lim its where the repetition of the en­ 
tire num ber is the graceful thing to do. 
The thoughtful person will observe, how­ 
ever, th a t snch a repetition scarcely ever 
prodnces the same elation as the previous 
performance, 
There are certain numbers 
in every popular opera th a t are invariably 
encored. 
Such as “ M ’a p p ari” and the 
spinning-wheel qu artet in “ M artha,” "Ah 
che la M orte,” in “.T rovatore," the letter 
duet in the “ Mariage of Figaro,” the 
prayer in “ Der Freyschntz,” etc. 
Eveiy 
operatic encore, however is open to the ob­ 
jection Btated, th a t it unduly prolongs the 
earlier parts of the piece at the expense of 
the later. 
Besides, it greatly increases the 
fatigue of the artists by doubling w hat was 
perhaps already a task requiring a concern 
tratiou of their beet powers. 
I t often 
happens th at there are opposition claques 
a t the same performance. 
Signor A was 
encored ; therefore Signor B m ust be, and 
so on through the alphabet. 
Concert encores are alm ost always a re­ 
quest for something else. 
The audience 
really hopes to hear a favorite singer in 
some common ballad. 
V\ hen the pro­ 
gramme is made w ith reference to such an 
interpolation, there is nothing to be said 
against it. except th a t it would be more 
satisfactory to all concerned for the in­ 
tended members to have been mentioned 
in the programme. 
But when the pro­ 
gramme has been artistically composed in 
the beginning, such a doubling of one 
num ber, or yet worse, the interposition of 
an unrelated and uncongenial selection,has 
the effect of throw ing the entire concert 
out of joint. 
Theodore Thomas rarely 
perm its encores, not because be objects to 
the labor of doing a num ber over again, but 
sim ply because he has made hia programme 
as an entirety, and an encore is a disar­ 
rangem ent of it. 
Take it outside of music 
and the principle is plain euongh. .Suppose 
there is a “ reading” in which several take 
part. 
In the usual way of arranging a 
“ star” concert the best reader does not ap­ 
pear until the fourth or fifth number. 
As 
each perform er has made his own selection, 
it happens, we will say, th at the fourth 
num ber is Professor Cummock's “ All a 
Going into the A rk —ah .” 
This, of course, 
creates a furore and is loudly encored. 
He 
follows it up with another selection. 
The 
next programme num ber is, perhaps, by an 
accomplished and very refined reader, who 
will give a serious piece —let it be “ The 
quality of mercy is not straioed, ’ or “ To 
be, or not to be.” 
Is it not easy to com­ 
prehend th a t by this tim e the audience 
is entirely ont of the hum or for such a 
piece and will clamor over and over again 
for the reader th a t made it laugh '! 
There is an objection to applause, and 
much of it, when the case w arrants it.

WALKING 
TH E 
POLITICAL 
TIGHTROPE 


It baa been evident tor some time past 
that the issues of the coming political 
campaign in this State would test the 
adroitness and tact of candidates very 
severely. 
The debris question and the 
Sunday law are both exceedingly difficult 
to handle, inasmuch as they divide the 
voters sharply, and create a very embar­ 
rassing position for the unfortunate per­ 
sons whose main object it is to conciliate 
as maoy people as possible, and who dare 
not tako decided 
ground 
upon these 
“ burning” questions, lest they should 
cause fatal antagonisms. 
Hut since the 
aforesaid issues are very serious ones to a 
large number of the voters, it follows that 
they are not content to accept equivocal 
statements from office-seekers. 
On the 
contrary, both sides are determined that 
the men for whom they vote shall occupy 
thoroughly explicit positions. They demand 
unconditional indorsement of the views 
they hold, and the consequence is that the 
poor candidates are compelled to walk the 
political tight-rope under the most difficult 
circumstance». 
One candidate for the ex­ 
ecutive office has already essayed this feat, 
in response to an inquiry from the Anti­ 
Debris Association as to his attitude on 
that question. 
Mr. .Tames A. Johnson is 
not a neophyte in politics, but his experi­ 
ence has not been of much use to him in 
this matter, 
tíe has thought it necessary 
to say something ; yet it is perfectly evi­ 
dent in every line of his letter that he 
would much rather not have spoken, and 
the extreme embarrassment of his situation 
ia reflected in his cautious and by no means 
unambiguous utterances. 
He begins by saying that he had intend, 
ed “ delaying any expression cf opinion 
“ upon this very important question until 
“ called before the Convention at San 
“ Jose,” but fearing that his silence “ might 
“ be construed as meaning evasion of the 
“ subject,” he will briefly state hi» opin­ 
ion. 
lie evidently discovers at the outset 
that this is not an easy thing to do, how­ 
ever, for he finds it necessary to set out 
with an expression of goodwill towards the 
hydraulic miners. 
He says, “ I do not 
“ wish to cripple the great industry of 
“ hydraulic mining in California, and as a 
“ private citizen or as a public official I 
“ shall to the utmost of my ability protect 
“ that interest.” That looks like a toler­ 
ably thoronghgoingindorsement of hydraulic 
mining, as far as it goes. 
If as an official 
Mr. Johnson would protect it “ to the 
“ utmost of his ability,” it ia difficult to 
see how he could countenance any move­ 
ment hostile to it. 
Bat he proceeds: 
“ Our prosperity and onr permanence as 
“ a commonwealth depend in a great 
“ measure upon the successful cultivation 
“ of the soil; this being an indisputable 
“ fact, we would be criminally negligent to 
“ ailow the best part of oar State to be 
“ ruined by debris, even saying nothing 
“ of the duty of the <Government to pro- 
“ tect private property. 
This bring» me 
“ to the indorsement of the ancient legal 
“ proposition ‘That every man must so 
“ * use his own as not to injare his neigh- 
“ ‘ bor.’ The citizen, official or party who. 
“ refuses an unequivocal indorsement of this 
“ principle will hardly become prominent in 
“ California.” 
This looks very like a 
thorough-going indorsement of the Anti­ 
Debris platform, though when taken in 
connection with the preceding remarks it 
may be calculated to engender some con­ 
fusion of mind in the average reader. 
But having thus forcibly and “ unequiv­ 
ocally ” declared himself in favor of both 
sides “ to the utmost extent of his ability,” 
Mr. Johnson goes on to observe: “ I view 
“ the coming danger with as much alarm 
“ as can be felt by any one ; ” (which is 
to say, that he will not yield to any man 
in his capacity for beiDg frightened ;) “ hut 
“ I am unable to offer a solution of the 
“ great problem—howto save to the people 
“ the good fruits of both the hills and the 
“ valleye.” This is discouraging, because 
if Mr. JohnBon had been able to propose a 
solution of the problem, all the other can­ 
didates would have been spared the funam- 
bulistic performance which now awaits 
them. 
“ But,” he adds, in a burst of op­ 
timism, “ that it may be done I have 
“ no doubt.” 
On reflection he seems to 
have thought that perhaps this expression 
of confidence was too strong, so he proceeds : 
“ However, to be understood as I mean, 
“ the owners of the mines must find their 
“ own methods for the use and enjoyment 
“ of their property, subject to settled prin- 
“ ciples of law, and admitted principles of 
“ right and justice.” 
This again looks 
¡ike a too prominent leaning towards the 
Anti-Debris side, so he winds up by say­ 
ing : “ I would deprecate as much as any- 
“ one the failure of hydraulic mining in 
“ California, and do not think it will fail, 
“ but the rivers and valleys, and the prop­ 
e r t y right of individuals, must be pro- 
“ tccted.” 
We are not surprised that the Marysville 
A ppcal should think that “ the letter ap- 
“ pears somewhat equivocal in its construc­ 
t i o n . ” 
If it had not so appeared the 
writer would have altogether failed in his 
purpose, which obviously was to hold his 
balance-pole as evenly as possible. 
It is 
quite possible by careful analysis to make 
out a distinct indorsement of both sides 
of the question, but taking the letter as a 
whole it is not possible to say what Mr, 
Johnson really means. 
W hat his ultimate 
meaning in the premises is, of course every, 
body understands. 
He is a candidate, 
and he wants to secure as many votes as 
possible. 
That is the desire of all candi­ 
dates, and therefore it is hardly to be ex­ 
pected that this class should welcome 
the opportunity of “ putting themselves 
“ on record” in connection with issues 
which divide the community. 
The candi­ 
date’s view íb that if he takes sides strongly 
he destroys his prospects, and there is un­ 
doubtedly much to be said for that view. 
He wants to be elected, and if he cannot 
ba elected on a one-sided programme he 
will not accept that programme. 
More­ 
over, as neither of the parties has thus 
far taken sides on these issues, and as it is 
conceivable, to say the least, that they 
may feel very much as the candidates do 
in regard to them, the fierce insistauce 
of the various partisans of Debris and 
Anti-Debris, Sunday Law and Anti-Sunday 
Law, is calculated to inflict cruel torture 
upon office-seekers, and to darken the 
political atmosphere with balance-pole lit­ 
erature of the type of Mr. Johnson’s in­ 
teresting 
but 
enigmatic 
letter. 
No 
doubt there will be plenty more of this 
p?culiar kind of correspondence, but very 
few 
candidates will 
wish to 
be less 
“ equivocal” than we find the ex-Lieutenant 
Governor.

His deep 
and fervent patriotism, his perfect purity 


of c h a ra c te r, an 1 his disinterestedness, 
gave him a powerful hold on the affections 


of the people, a n d he was therefore an ob­ 
ject of constant anxiety to the ruling pow­ 
ers, aa a man who could by the mere magic 


of 
his voice 
raise 
tumults, and who 
could not be trusted always to refrain 
from 
enterprises 
which threatened to 
produce evil 
consequences. 
According 
to his lights he steadily pursued the path 
of duty. 
He could never be induced to 
tie himself to any Government, and he 
was prompt to voice his discontent when­ 
ever the course of the Government dis­ 
pleased him. 
He had ample cause for his 
lifelong hatred of Austria, and even in his 
old age he sought to stir up a w ar agaiaat 
her, though it was plain al. the time that 
the success of his plan would h a v e im­ 
periled the hard-won independence of Italy. 
Garibaldi was a born revolutionist, though 
he had nothing of the subtilty requisite 
for successful conspiracy. 
He frequently 
acted in concert with Mazzini, but Lis 
own idea of revolution was Bimply a resort 
to arms, and he was always ready to 
take the field against despotism, no matter 
how hopeless the struggle. 
He refused 
distinctions to the last, though he accepted 
a public grant for his support. 
He will 
live in Italian history with Mazzini, Cavour 
and Victor Emanuel, as prominent in the 
little band of patriots, statesmen and 
soldiers, whose united efforts effected the 
liberation and rehabilitation of their coun­ 
try. 
And his memory will be cherished 
especially because to his great and con­ 
tinuous services ho added a blameless pri­ 
vate life, and a nobility of sentiment which 
kept him free from all paltry and sordid 
considerations.

Italy baa lost one of her beat patriota in 
Garibaldi, but be had done hia work, and 
lived to witneaa the enfranchiaement of hia 
country. 
He waa not a statesman nor a 
profound thinker, but essentially a man of 
action. 
Hia courage, devotion and aim- 
plioity fitted him to be a popular hero, and 
to keep alive the deaire for freedom in 
Italy until the time waa ripe for throwing 
off the yoke. 
It cannot be aaid that he 
waa a good General, though hia gallantry 
and persistence were admirable. Hia genius 
waa rather for the conduct of semi romantic 
enterprises than for the steady prosecution 
of elaborate military projects. 
He was 
more of a free lance than of a regular sol­ 
dier, and to this singularity of tendency 
waa due the teveral failures in the field 
which diminished his usefulness at critical 
junctures. 
Hia ideaa of freedom for Italy 
were not always either consistent or rea­ 
sonable. 
He would have preferred a re­ 
public even when it was apparent to all the 
woild that such a form of government 
would only pave the way for the restora­ 
tion of despotism. 
He was a fierce enemy 
of the Roman Catholic Church, wbioh he 
regarded to the laat aa the deadly foe of

He was the most indecent, 
shameless and brutal vilifier of President 
Garfield. 
He was an impudent defender 
of the star route thieves.

To ap­ 
point such a man to a high office, there­ 
fore, would be to inflict a deliberate insult 
upon the friends of President Garfield, 
and thus to widen a breach in the party 
which is already sufficiently monacing ;

RESCUE 
OP 
THE 
ALTA 
MINER?. 


The rescue of the seven miners who were 
imprisoned in the Alta mine for sixty- 
five hours is a fortunate issue of what 
threatened to be a great calamity, though 
it is detracted from by the death of the 
two miners, Callihtn and Bennett, who 
had volunteered to go to the reseñe of tbeir 
comrades. 
The gallantry which led these 
poor fellows thns to sacrifice themselves 
will doubtless secure to their families 
sufficient recognition of their deserts. It is 
remarkable that the 
seven imprisoned 
miners should have suffered bo little com­ 
paratively, when the nature of their situa­ 
tion is considered. 
They were shut in on 
one of the low levels, where the heat is 
exceedingly great, and they were without 
ice, which is as necessary at those depths 
as air. 
Foul gases, hot water, and an in- 
eufficiency of air, added to the dangers of 
their position. 
It is evident that nothing 
could have saved them but their Bagacity 
in getting into the cooling-station and 
availing themselves of the compressed air- 
pipe. 
Outside of the station they probably 
could not have lived half an hour, but the 
compressed air-pipe afforded them relief, 
and enabled them to endure the confine­ 
ment until they were rescued.

sai 1 by a Senator that Sherman did not care 
whether he was retired or not. But it Sher­ 
man did not care there were certain feminioe 
friends and relatives of hia who besought Don 
Cameron to see to it that he was not 
shelved, Cameron gave hia promise. Then 
followed a meeting of the Military Commit­ 
tee at Don Cameron’s house on the memora­ 
ble night when the ticket that the Independ­ 
ents nominated in Philad9lphia was tele­ 
graphed to the Senator. 
He received the 
dispatch when the committee was there. 
Logan insisted in committee that Sherman 
oueht to l>e retired as well as anybody else, 
a d he gave what he thought w*. re good rea­ 
sons. Cameron paced back and forth over 
his velvet carpetB, and at last broke out ex­ 
citedly, in effect: “ I tell you Í won’t have 
S íermau retired. He’s as good a man i s 
tiere is in the army.” He went ou to assert 
that he would not allow the retirement of the 
General, and used very emphatic language. 
£ Logan locked black ana grim, and when 
Cameron finijhed he said : “ See here, Sen­ 
ator, I want jou to understand that you can’t 
bulldoze and bo?s me and this committee. 
We won’t be bulldcz.d. You’ve got a right 
to your opinion, and we have to ours; but 
you can’t build z ) us into your view. If you 
want to fight this thing oa tire fl >or of the 
Senate, go ahead; but no dictating to the 
committee.” 
At leugth Cameron was persuaded into 
agreeing to the retirement of Sherman, pro­ 
viding the General was allowed full pay. 
When the matter came up in the Senate 
Cameron took a seat right within reach of 
Logan’s ponderous fist—a fist which he 
swings vigorously during an argument such 
as he was then making in favor of the retire­ 
ment clause. 
Cameron, without fear, rose and putting 
his face so near that of Logan as to excite 
comment, asked the swarthy Senator if Sher­ 
man wasn’t a4 good a roa » as there was in the 
army, and added that he had an amendment 
ready to offer exempting Sherman from ths 
provisions of the bill. He then snapped his 
fingers contemptuoujly under Logan’s nose, 
and walked aw.iy. 
After the Senato had adj urned, Ijogan 
went to a certain prominent p^r*on and said : 
“ What kind of a man u th*t Cameron, any 
way? Here he approves a measure in com­ 
mittee, and then comes in the Senate and 
fights it and me, and he’s going to try ar.d 
beat me. All right. If he carries on the 
dulldczing business with too high a hand I 
will have Sherman retired any way. Let 
him understand that Shermaa can be retired 
under the present law.” 
This message has been carried to Cameron, 
and when the bill comes up to-morrow a col­ 
lision between the two stalwarts is likely to 
follow. 
IiOgan’s dislike of Sherman is well known, 
and he is himself not over popular with his 
Democratic associatee. O.i the other hand, 
Cameron’s warmest, personal friends are on 
the Democratic side, and he relies upon this 
friendship, and the fact that the Democrats 
greatly prefer Sherman to Sheridan at the 
head of the urmy, to beat Logan. 
Logan is reported as saying now^hat he 
expects to be beaten in the Senate, but thinks 
Don Cameron will find it a very costly victory.

HORTICULTURAL HOTES. 
Mr. Cooke, State Horticultural Officer, re­ 
ceived the following letter on Saturday la*t, 
and says, in relation to the trap spokeu of, 
that i; is the largest known. The apple 
cellar referred to is only partially filled, yet 
it contains 34,000 largo apple boxes. Part of 
them were found to be infected by codling 
moth larvae, when returned fron. San Fran­ 
cisco last spring and fall. Mr. I)e Long had 
all openings of the cellar covered with mos­ 
quito bar, so that when the moths would 
emerge from the boxes they could not get 
away from the cellar. The codling moth was 
not found at the Novato rancho previous to 
the latter part of last summer. The Novato 
orchard contains ever 39,000 bearing fruit 
trees. Mr. De L jng has nstd nearly ten tons 
*4 the whale oil soap nnd sulphur mixture, 
besides using evoty precaution in his power 
to clear his premiso* of this pest, which were 
brought fr^-Ha San Francisco by return boxes : 
. 
N o v a t o R a n c h, June 1, 1882. 
Mathew Cooke, Chief Horticultural O fficer Dear 
Sir: If possible 1 wish you would come over and 
see us for a day or so I would like you to see for 
yourself the new worm that we sent you. As far 
as we c*n see they are about the same as the apple 
worm, except that they eat the leaves instead r>f 
the apple. We are not sure yet whether they will 
oat the apples or not. You can gel the chrysalis of 
this worm if you corns n» a ; then you can hatch 
them out, and as you understand the matter better 
than wc do you will be more apt to find out their 
h abite. 
You will remember that 1 put mosquito netting 
all over the openings to our apple house. Well, it 
has proved a perfect bonanza. 1 have had an exact 
account kept of the slaughter of the moth after she 
a as hatcher! out and ready to oominence work on 
the orchard, and up to this noon we have killed 
four thousand and thirty-six (4,03b). Whs.*. uO you 
think of that? What a timo we w^uld have mid 
if we had let them loose in our orchard. Wc are 
working hard on our tTccf, still scraping them, and 
wc find from thr‘.c to ton of the worms in the chrys­ 
alis form ev^ry day, and 1 shall continue the work 
Just 
lO&g as I find that there is any that Is not 
hatched out. 
We have a small apple crop this year, and I shall 
do all I can this season to get the beet of the cod­ 
ling moth. Wc havi thousands of trees on which 
there are no apples, and with the advantage we 
now have of them I expect to have les» trouble 
with them every ye»r from now on. I shall have 
all of our boxes scalded at the city before they arc- 
sent back to the ranch, and in fart shall use all of 
the wavs known to lid us of this n.*«t r k*Vj» 


AT TÓE CHURCHES. 
Regular Bervices were held in all the 
churches yesterday, except in Calvary Bap­ 
tist Church. At the Christian Church Elder 
Porter officiated. At the Seventh-street M.

If, after death, Christ 
had remained la the gfaro, men would have 
said that he was not one with the Father, 
and might well have a-ked, “ Why does He 
not rise to the Father?’’ fio It was necessary 
that He should descend to the earth and into 
the earth, and then ascend out of the earth, 
and hually from the earth.

never formulated fully for men until

the Holy Ghost Having thus formulated it, 
He lifted up hia hands and blessed them, and 
was then taken up into the heavens. Second— 
It was necessary that He should ascend, in 
order that He might receive divine honors. 
In the 33 years he spent upon earth He was 
worshiped, and it became more and more in­ 
tent, and more and more took on the form of 
religious worship. Now had Christ remained 
on earth to this time, men would at last have 
*aid he is cot a God. Christ made His decla­ 
ration of the necessity of ascending-, when He 
said, “ And, if I am 1'fted up, will draw all 
men unto me,” Now this may refer to His 
being lifted up on the cross, or it may refer 
to his ascension, and I am strongly inclined 
to believe that the reference was to Ills 
ascension. Ever since His ascension He 
has been a loadstone drawing men Unto Him. 
They have ever since been praying to Him, 
and worshiping Him, ami nearly all men 
have been talking about him. When Christ 
ascended the disciples went back to the 
temple, praising God and blessing His name, 
and soon after, when’all assembled together, 
there w a u grand burst of praise and wor­ 
ship, Third—He had to a$c6nd in order 
that the Spirit might be worshiped.

Wm E. Riehsara — Dear Sir: In reply to yours 
of June 2d, spraying the foliage of trees infested 
thoroughly with whale oil soap and sulphur mix­ 
ture, ttuo p mnd to each one and a half gallons of 
water, or a mixture of two pounds of good soft soap, 
one pound of sulphur and four gallons of water, will 
effectually destroy the plum aphis. The washes 
should he applied with a pump and spray nozzle. 
Either of these solntions may be applied, and will 
not in any manner injure the fruit or foliage. Re­

Saunders has been 
in the habit of visitiog this place quite often 
during the past six months, under the name 
of Charles Holman, representing himself to 
be a retired dentist, owning a large property 
in Oakland and a fine saloon in San * ran- 
cisco. It now* turns out that his object here 
was to swindle a widow named Mrs. \ ogt 
out of her little fortune lefc her by her hus­ 
band, who was killed by a vicious boar a little 
over' a year ago, lff»ide3 $2,000 paid hia 
widow by the A. O. U. W. Society, Mr. 
Vogt being a member of that Order and 
also a member of the Masonic Fraternity. 
Holman, it seems, first made himself ac­ 
quainted with these facts, and then, under 
the pretense 
that he was a dentist, 
visited the house of the widow, and soon 
managed to work himself into her confidence, 
representing that ho was an old member of 
the Masonic Order, and always deeply symp­ 
athized with the bereaved family of a de­ 
ceased brother. I n this way he so completely 
worked himself into the confidence of the 
lady that he got about $1,500 of her little 
fortune, and to make it worse, if possible, it 
is thought by Mlfl. Vogt that he robbed her 
of $i**0 worth of quart/ jewelry, the property 
of her deceased husband, to be saved for her 
children in remembrauce of their father. 
Mrs. Vogt is a very estimable lady, and the 
loss of her money is a heavy blow to her. 
She has seven small children, ail dependent 
on her.

the men there, the water followed close upon 
his heels. He found the men on their way 
out, as a daDger signal agreed Upon had been 
struck on the pipe; besides, they had heard 
*he rush of the water. They tried to wade 
out, but found the water too hot and 
rising too fast, and so retreated to the 
end of the drift. 
They made a raft 
of some timbers* but concluded it was not 
best to venture upon it. At no time was 
there less than 400 feet of dry ground at the 
west end of the drift, as at the highest the 
water was but eight feet above the station- 
floor. By the advice of Bennett they pro­ 
ceeded to make themselves comfortable by 
taking possession of the cooling-house. 
This 
is but eight feet long by four feet wide. 
They took off one end of the compressor 
pipe. There were two pieces of hose, each 
fifty feet long, attached, the end being forked 
near the cooling-house, and this was placed 
iu the pipe. They thus had the air coming 
to them through two pipes. One was kept 
in the water barrel and the other was used to 
blow cold air upon their faces and bodies. 
They had part of a box of candles, and by 
these kept the time, a mining candle burning 
one inch per hour. When this supply finally 
gave out they went out to the edge of the 
water and picked up pieces of candle that 
floated in, having been dislodged from 
places where they had been on the rocky 
sides of the drift. They still had light when 
found. 
Their life wa* very monotonous. 
At stated intervals they went out to the wa­ 
ter and looked at their marks. By means of 
these 'marks they were able to tell just how 
the pumps and tanka were working. Bennett 
was able to tell them the condition of the 
pump when the bulkhead gave way. They 
could sleep but little, there being no room to 
lie down ; however, they had an occasional 
nap. Once, when they went out to measure 
the water, they found the dead body of Calla­ 
han. They generally made signals on the 
pipe when they went out to the edge of the 
water. On one occasion Bennett recognizsd 
the signal of Superintendent Boyle and re­ 
plied to It. They made no plans of escape 
while imprisoned, as they felt there was 
nothing to be done but wait till the water 
was pumped out and the air-pipe repaired. 
Superintendent Patton and his men did ex­ 
cellent work in making repairs to the air- 
pipe. Before the men were moved from the 
cooling-house they were given plenty of ice, 
beef tea and stimulants. There were wild 
scenes of joy as they came up the shaft. 
Cheers burst from the crowd every time the 
cage came up with one of the seven.

Young Man Drowned. 
New Tacoma, June 4th.—This morning, 
in a small pond near McNeill’s mill, two 
miles from this city, Andrew Smith, night 
watchman at the Northern Pacific Railroad 
shops, was drowned. He and a companion 
were precipitated into the water by a log 
turning in the water, which was barely over 
their heads and less than ten feet from Bhore. 
Ho was about 22 years of age, and leaves a 
mother in Victoria, B. C.

Lamberton (S. C ), June 3 —St. Paul’s 
township was yesterday evening the scene of 
a deadly hand-to-hand conflict between two 
young women, Jane McKelJar and Frances 
McNair, in which the victorious one sent a 
dirk into her rival’s heart. 
For a long time 
there had been bad feeling between the two 
women, although they had lately as much rs 
poesible avoided each other. 
There was a 
young gallant in tho case, and it is said 
Frances McNair hed won his affection, al 
though at first he seemed to have prefer rtd 
the other. 
During the last three days hostile 
messages had passed between the two women, 
the exact tenor of which has not leaked out, 
although important sensational developments 
are looked for before the officer* get through 
with the affair. 
A t any rate, whether by ap­ 
}> dntment or ro t, the two women met last 
1 vei icg in a quiet dell, cot far from the main 
r jad, and began to settle tho trouble betwetn 
«.hemselves. Jane McKellar was the larger 
and more iuu-cular, though her antagonist, 
while spare, was lithe and quick of motion. 
fJ hey fought each other like tigers, aDd finally 
Jane McKellar succeeded iu throwing her 
small but plucky opponent, and with her 
knee prereed on tbe stomach of the prostrate 
woman, grasping her by the throat with the 
fury of a demon and well night choked her 
life from her, when finally, by a great effort 
Frances McNair gave a sudden twist of the 
body, forcing her antagonist to lose her perch 
and fall tideways to the ground, and with a 
ry of hate and revenge, drew a bowie-knife, 
and pluDged it in the heart of Jane McKellar, 
who died with one gasp. Then, at the sight 
of the gaping wound, the victor in the fight 
tell in a swoon across the dead body, where 
ihe was found by a party who had fallowed 
them, but arrived too late to prevent the ter. 
rible tragedy. 


MEN OF THE HOUR. 


Alexander Hamilton Stephens, 


g so h g ia’s v e ter a n sta tesm a n. 


There is the greatest possibility that Alex­ 
ander Hamilton Stephens will b.-» the next 
Governor of Georgia. 
His intention to per­ 
manently retire from the House of Repre­ 
sentatives in Washington 
havitjg becom e 
ku >wii, certain of his friends ascertained his 
willingness to prolong his service to his native 
.State as its Governor, provided he was noin 
mated to this office. 
Mr. Stephens was born in Taliaferro county, 
Georgia, February 11, 1812. 
He was grad­ 
uated from Franklin College. Athens, Ga., 
when 20 years of age, and admitted to the 
bar when 22. 
In 1830 he was elected to the 
State 
legislature, and consecutively five 
times afterwards. 
In 1842 he took his seat 
in the Senate of Georgia, and a year later 
was sent to Congress as a Whig. 
A t the clo~e 
r f the Thirty-fifth Congress he declined to bo 
again a candidate. 
During the eventful years of hi* first terms 
in Congress, years iu which the terrible strug­ 
gle between the Northern and Southern 
States was anticipated ia fierce party war­ 
fare, Mr. Stephens was distinguished by con­ 
servatism and moderation. 
Ia February, 
1 "¿17. he submitted a serie# of resolutions us 
to the Mexican war, which afterwards formed 
a plank in the platform of the Whig party. 
The c mpromise of 1850, which temporarily 
abated the threatening intensity of party 
indifferences, 
received 
his 
earnest 
ad­ 
vocacy. 
In 
1854 
he 
strongly 
sup­ 
ported the 
Kansas and Nebraska Act, 
which 
organized 
those 
two 
Territories 
and left the question of slavery to the de­ 
cision of their inhabitants. 
The breaking up 
of the Whig in 1855 resulted in bis adher­ 
ence to tho Democratic party. 
When, in 
1800, hif party split, he supported the Doug­ 
las-Johnson electoral ticket, and deprecated 
threatened recession in the event of Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s success. 
In November of the same 
year he corresponded with Mr. Lincoln on 
the subject, and made a speech before the 
Legislature of < Georgia against secesdon. He 
was elected a member of the pro-secession 
convention which met at Milledgeville, and 
fearlessly and eloquently stated his views and 
voted with the minority against the resolu- 
tioa which temporarily sundered Georgia 
from the Federal Union. 
This was ou the 
16th of January-, 184)1. 
He was elected a 
member of the Confederate Congress which 
met at Montgomery, Alabama, and was made 
Vice-President of the newly-organized gov­ 
ernment. 
On the 21st of March, 1801, he 
made that celebrated speech in which he de­ 
clared slavery to be tho corner stone of the 
Confederacy. Acting as special commissioner 
to the Legislature of Virginia, he was in­ 
fluential in deciding that State to secede. 
In February, 184)5, be was one of three re­ 
presentatives of the Confederacy who met 
President Lincoln and Secretary of State 
Seward on a steamer in Hampton Roads, and 
ducoaeed the situation which the war had 
developed. 
After the surrender of General 
ltee, Mr. Stephens retired to Crawfordville, 
where he was arrested, May 11, 1865, and 
conveyed to Fort Warren, Boston Harbor. 
On the 11th of October in the 9ame year he 
was released on parole. 
He favored Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s policy of reconstruction. 
In 
1866 he was elected to the Senate of the 
United States, but was prevented from taking 
hi.* seat because Georgia was considered not 
to have complied with the conditions of re­ 
construction. 
He was elected to Congress in 
1872, and has retained his seat there ever 
aiuce. 
On the 12th of February, 1878, when 
Congress received a painting which repre­ 
sents the signing of the Proclamation of 
Emancipation by President Lincoln, Mr. 
Stephens made a speech avowing his admira­ 
tion for Mr. Lincoln.
